HIS is a season of motor shows and although many cars may reappear 
on each occasion—perhaps with a change from left-hand to right- 
hand steering—each exhibition has a definite atmosphere and 

character of its own. Paris is traditionally the city for an extravagance of 
coachwork but this year Turin seems to have stolen the title and French 
exhibits, including, still, some outstanding bodies, are undoubtedly 
doninated by the long-awaited new Citroen described on pages 555-558. 

Both the Citroen stand and the company’s showroom on the Champs- 
Elysées are besieged by jostling crowds determined to take in every 
detail of this revolutionary design. The coachwork is a fair compromise 
between the futuristic and the conservative and the public should require 
but a short time to accept its original lines. The engine—little changed 
from last year—may not be more than an interim component although its 
installation does seem very closely integrated with the chassis and body and 
a change might not be easy to accommodate. Much will depend upon the 
reliability of the powered systems. 

FROM Paris we, like many of the foreign cars, move to London. Here 
there will be more than one entirely new model for examination and while. 
for example, the 2.4 Jaguar may be rather less startling in some respects 
than the one or two new Continental cars, its combination of appearance, 
performance and value for money can seldom have been equalled. One 
of the most popular and successful of British post-war cars, the Vanguard, is 
superseded by a promising new design of conventional character. Still 
another newcomer of considerable charm and promise is the Sunbeam—and 
the industry has a surprise or two up its sleeve as well. 

A more hardheaded public than usual will be viewing the stands at Earls 
Court and the small eve-of-show increases in car prices will tend to make 
that public even more discriminating and determined to find value for money. 
Nowhere is there assembled a larger variety of vehicles from which they can 
make their choice and, by comparison with those of a few years ago, 1956 
models all show a marked improvement in such important respects as engine 
efficiency and economy, ease and safety of handling, appearance and equip- 
ment. Any tendency to pile on useless chromium has, with few exceptions, 
happily been resisted. Colour, on the other hand, has been used effectively. 

The British manufacturers obviously like to look well before leaping when 
large-scale production is involved, but they manage, even so, to be among the 
first to take worth-while and progressive Steps.

New Cars at the Show 


London Motor Show at Earls Court has now taken 

its place as the first of the great winter spectacles, and 
the public are already asking what there will be new to see 
when the turnstiles start clicking. There will, in fact, be 
a limited number of brand-new cars of note, as a study of 
the following pages will show, and the new cars are this 
year mostly in what the economists call the “ popular price 
bracket,” which adds enormously to their interest. 

There is, in fact, a sign that the British industry is about 
to follow the American practice in the introduction of new 
models. This is dictated by manufacturing considerations 
as regards the more popular cars. Tooling-up costs for

these models are enormous, especially if integral body-chassis 
construction is standardized, and a very long run of pro- 
duction must be undertaken before such costs can be amor- 
tized. Thus cars of this type tend to remain basically the 
same for a number of years after their inception, improve- 
ments being limited to the more superficial items, the chang- 
ing of which does not affect the basic pressings. 

There are various advantages in these methods. The 
production of a completely new model on such a scale means 
that it must be well tried and tested before it is introduced, 
because of the difficulty of altering any of the major features 
of the design. Moreover, the customer who buys an example 
in the first year or two of its inception is aware of the fact

that his car will not become outdated, possibly in a matter 


of months. Additionally, the improvements that are incor- 
porated year by year in order to intensify the appeal to the 
customer are often quite easily made to the earliest versions 
of the model, which can thus be brought up to date. Again, 
a model that is destined for a long production run gives 
specialist tuners time and opportunity to design engine con- 
version sets. 

However wien, as this year, one or two of these big-pro- 
duction models are radically changed, there is great interest 
in its display on a Show stand, and it can be forecast with 
certainty that the Standard salesmen will have a busy tims, 
for the Vanguard is changed out of recognition, the rather 
stub body on the short wheelbase having given place to one 
of greater elegance on a longer wheelbase. Full description 
and illustrations appear in subsequent pages. 

Again, the Sunbeam has burst forth in an additional ray 
of motoring sunshine with the new Rapier, also described 
and illustrated in this issue. Here the change in appearance 
is almost startling, and motorists will agree that the well- 
known 90 has gained a creditable addition to the family. 
With its slightly smalier engine, this car will not compete 
with its bigger brother, but no doubt will enlarge the Sun- 
beam market considtrably. Armstrong Siddeley are saving 
their two new smaller models for the opening of the Show. 


From Abingdon comes the M.G. A, a two-seater (with a luegage locker) 
evolved from the Ex 182 cars which made their début at Le Mans this year 


It is a mistake, these days, to think of Daimlers as rigidly 
entrenched in the high-price field; a glance at the lists will 
show that this is no longer so. Daimlers are not, admittedly, 
in the “popular” field, but they-are most certainly in the 
value-for-money category. Moreover, they provide a very 
high performance as part of that value for money, and sport- 
ing readers will be well aware of the achievements of the 
make in such events as the Monte Carlo and R.A.C. rallies, 
not to mention the exploits of Nancy Mitchell at Goodwood. 
The Daimler in its latest guise is a 100 m.p.h. car. 

Another high-performance car has already made its public 
début but awaits its introduction at a London Show. This 
is the new and smaller Jaguar, the 2.4-litre, described in our 
September 30 issue. Here is another car of superb value for 
money, giving an astonishingly high performance. 

Performance is sought, also, in the new version of the 
Hunter, made by the Singer company, which has a high- 
compression cylinder head with overhead valves in hemi- 
spherical combustion chambers operated by twin overhead 
camshafts. This new model, again, is described on a later 
page. 

This will be a stimulating Show, full of stimulating 
machines, of which this issue gives a preview. Next week 
the Show as a whole will be fully desoribed, and all the 
eggs, as it were, will be obtainable in a single basket.

The doors had just 
opened on this year’s Paris Show and 
the new DS19 was revolving slowly 
within a substantial white rail. And that, 
with the fantasy of a police guard in order 
to control the crowds round this at-long 
last new model, is the keynote of this 
year’s Salon. The Six has gone (called 
the Fifteen in France) but the other 


models remain, supplemented by the new 
and more expensive car. And the DS19 
bristles with novelties (a complete 
description of them is published on 
page 555). For the rest, the French sales- 
men shrug and make do with. the over- 
flow from that corner of the Salon where 
the ivory and blue car turns and another 
example, less: well protected, is almost 
torn to pieces by the swarming crowds. 
Not that French manufacturers and 
dealers have any reason for pessimism. 
This has been a good year for the French 
automobile industry; 444,242 cars were 
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PARISIAN 


built in 1954, 288,713 in the first six 
months of 1955,. against 223,845 for the 
January-June period of the previous year. 
And France has even increased her car 
imports: 5,596 for the 1955 half-year, 
against 3,174 previously. The empty 
French roads are not so empty now, and 
the great phalanxes of cars streaming up 
the Champs Elysées towards the Etoile

New models from Simca -(1300 Aronde 
with the new Flash “engine and the 
Simcamatic electromagnetic-clutch as an 
optional extra; this is a Simca develop- 
ment, not the Ferlec clutch); an extra, 
more luxurious, model from Renault, the 
Grand Pavois, the engine of which has 
an 88 mm bore, 2.14-litre capacity, and 
develops 77 b.h.p. Maximum torque is 
developed at 2,260 r.p.m., instead of 
2,600. On the little Renault are internal 
safety provisions and the Ferlec electro- 
magnetic clutch as an optional extra. 
Peugeot show the 403, introduced during 
the past year, along with the 203, and 
Panhard have revised the Dyna in detail, 
with a clever hydraulic control of the 
valve clearances. During the past year 
the Dyna has had a new crankshaft and 
gear synchromesh. Facel has not changed 
the Vega except in detail, and Citroen— 
one might say of course—has not changed 
except for the new model. It will be 
recalled, however, that the 2 c.v. now has 
a centrifugal clutch. 

A distinct trend is therefore evident— 
towards the elimination of the clutch 
pedal, but not going the whole way to 
automaticity as the Americans have, 
merely substituting automatic clutch con- 
trol. This is interesting in that it is what 
is expected in Britain. 

That Flash engine for the Aronde is a 
4-cylinder, 74 x 75-mm, 1,290 c.c. Com- 
pression ratio is 6.7 to 1 and the crank-

shaft has three main bearings. A_ hotter 
version powers the Coupé de Ville and 
Week-end models, with a light alloy head, 
7.8 to 1 compression ratio and an output 
gained thereby of 57 b.h.p. at 4,500 r.p.m. 
as against the 48 b.h.p. of the standard 
version. Maximum torque comes up at 
about 2,700 r.p.m. 

These, then, form the French backbone 
of the Salon, and politely after them come 
the visitors: Most outlandish might be 
said to be the LA.M.E., a product of the 
Argentine motor industry, which has an 
extraordinary air-cooled 3-litre V-eight 
engine developing 128 b.h.p. If the bon- 
net of the well-finished plastic body is 
lifted a quick glance might suggest a_tur- 
bine unit, for a great duct about a foot 


in diameter leads back from the intake 
to the front of the finned block.

The only answer to that is another 
question: “Why not?” 

Another new engine comes from Spain, 
the original 2}-litre Pegaso V-eight having

Smartness, too, is exemplified on the 
Jaguar stand, where a fixed-head coupé 
on the XK140 chassis by Ghia of Turin 
has a dart-like elegance that almost im- 
putes excess to the curves of the produc- 
tion fixed-head. The front is very beauti- 
ful. . The Jaguar stand is alongside 
Mercedes, a piquant emplacement, and 
di ly across the aisle the new 
B.M.W. 507 has an almost cheeky resem- 
blance to the 300SL. However, 300SL 
styling has caught on generally, for Pichon 
et Parat’s special body on the Hiutle Renault 
has Mercedes-type gull-wing doors. This 
bodybuilder, whose establis nt is four 
years old, also shows a Panhard, both cars 
being beautifully done. Other cars round 
the Salon can be seen with the parallelo- 
gram air outlets introduced by M-B on 
the body sides forward of the scuttle. 

Most pronounced styling trend in 
Europe is to be seen in the Spyders. These 
fast two-seaters appear from many makes: 
Lancia, Alfa, Salmson, Fiat, for instance. 
The Alfa’s black three-dial facia cluster 
and black leather seats are attractive, -the 
Salmson (called the Barquette) has the 
Cotal gear box. Far cheaper British cars 
that can be said to compete in perform- 
ance at this show are the M.G. A, looking 
very good in pillar-box red, and the 
Triumph TR2, Austin-Healey and so 
forth. Up at the ultimate a cream 
DB3S Aston Martin reminds the visitor 


of the best that this country can do. 

There are other very fast cars: Mase- 
rati, Ferrari (a triangu!ar amber gear lever 
knob takes the eye), and France’s own 
Gordini with a single blue G.P. car. 
Claimed fast, but untried, are such eye- 
startling styling tours de force as Loewy’s 
Jaguar (Boano-built), Boano’s Chrysler 
Special in blue, called the Corsair, and the 
Gaylord. This last is not as frivolous as 
might be expected. Brooks Stevens is the 
stylist and a great deal of common sense 
and originality has gone into the design, 
described as “a gentleman’s fast car ‘with 
money no object.” The power unit is a 
Chrysler V-eight development. Particu- 
larly clever is the lowering out of sight of 
the hatd tp, roll-top desk fashion. 
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The latest American models are on 
view, though the Parisian seems disin- 
terested. He has become convinced of the 
virtues of his tiny gadabouts and will take 
a great deal of shaking out of his belief, 
Certainly the tricoloured Packard Carib- 
bean and the Cadillac Eldorado can be 
only gaped at, for their enormity is 
beyond even the French roads. Detail 
execution is sometimes splendid, as in the 
silver brocade and navy blue leather of the 
Packard Patrician interior and the radial- 
finned wheels of the Lincoln Continental. 
The Packards have the new suspension, 
the car rising uncannily via the compen- 
sators as gear was unloaded. 

Paris remains a coachwork show, though 
the examples are fewer. Chapron’s little 
cream and green Renault is a joy, as well 
as a triumph in getting a pretty shape on 


so small a basis: The new Alvis, Graber 
bodied, is attractively tasteful in its sim 
plicity, and a Franay Citroén is almost 
awe-inspiring in its great length. Pinin 
Farina shows his Lancia Florida in an 
ultra-smart stand décor, and the VW 
Karmann coupé is well in the vanguard 
of style, considerably smarter in fact than 
in photograph. A Frégate cabriolet, wire- 
wheeled and in ivory and black, shows 
Letourner et Marchand at their best, and 
Franay’s Bentley is excellent. 

And, of course, there are the Parisian 
frivolities—a Galy flat-fish that might be 
coming or going, a Brutsch three-wheeler 
that is not so outlandish. Up in the gal- 
leries Marchal’s black cat has head lam 
eyes. Black cat for luck? Is the Frenc 
economy going to support a continual 
expansion of its car population? Will the 
new Citroen repeat the triumph of the 
old? Those are the questions left un- 
answered at this year’s Salon.

performance of its new models. The change of heart has 
been demonstrated by the participation in international 
sporting events of cars entered by the company, and by the 
claims made for the prowess of the models themselves. 
The new One-O-Four, for example, is presented as a 
100 m.p.h. car, and the claim proves on test to be justified, 
yet it is offered as much more than an out-and-out per- 
formance car. 

There are two engine sizes—3{- and 44-litre—and the 
series includes a Ladies’ Model, fitted with much standard 
equipment that usually is found only on cars built by 
specialized coachbuilders to private order. 

If the term “ Ladies’ Model” gives 
the impression that the car is de- 
prived by the manufacturers of poten- 
tial performance so that it may be 
more docile in the hands of feminine 
drivers, it is misleading. Fluid 
transmission makes it possible for the 
car to be moved smoothly from rest 
on the flat in top gear, but although 
the car is very easy to drive, it is in 
the 100 m.p.h. class, and is capable 
af an easily sustained 80 because it is 
sndowed with good handling charac- 
eristics. He is a fortunate husband 
whose wife owns such a vehicle. 

In the One-O-Four series the 


34-litre o.h.v. engine develops 137 b.h.p. compared with 
107 b.h.p. in the Regency (January 14, 1955). Tubeless tyres 
are fitted, the servo-assisted brakes have been improved, 
and the car is modified in many other smaller respects. 
On the Ladies’ Model the list of special features and 
equipment is formidable. Polished burr walnut is used 
for the facia and window surrounds, the instruments are 
new, and all the minor controls and warning lights are 
identified by little name plates. In a drawer under the left 
side of the facia are a torch, a case to hold a twenty packet 
of cigarettes, sun glasses, and “gold” notepad and pencil. 
Near the front passenger door is a telescopic umbrella, and 
there is a well-equipped vanity case in the rear central arm 
rest. A motoring rug is provided and a sheepskin mat 
covers the floor of the rear compartment. Power operation 
for all windows and a radio are fitted as standard. 

The luggage lecker is also particularly well equipped. 
There are four lightweight suitcases and a well-made picnic 
case. A large ice flask is securely mounted against the 
forward face of the locker adjacent to a shooting stick. The 
spare wheel is in a cradle under the floor and wheel changing 
is suitably simple. All the wheel rims are embellished.’ In 
addition to its usefulmess, the extensive equipment adds 
to the general feeling of luxury that is apparent as soon as 
the car is entered.

The arrangement. of the instruments is good, and although 
they are placed centrally, clear marking makes the speed- 
ometer and rev. counter easy to read.

that a woman would have serious difficulty in parking 
manceuvres, yet at speed it is sensitive, and quick turns 
can be made without excessive movement of the wheel 
being necessary. In normal driving the steering is entirely 
satisfactory, falling short of the highest standards only in 
the extreme conditions mentioned when the rear of the 
car pitches. On the car tested there was some difficulty 
with the brakes during test, some overheating being fol- 
lowed by oil entering the drums. However, after examina- 
tion and adjustment they proved to be responsive and 
powerful, and even when used hard during high-speed 
driving there was no tendency to fade. 

In car testing personal opinion must affect comments 
made, and thus all cars are liable to be criticized in respect 
of some aspects of their design. Yet the inclusion of one 
or two faults on the One-O-Four are difficult to under- 
stand. The glove locker, for example, has a catch that 
may easily trap the finger nails of the unwary—a strange 
fault on a facia specifically intended for ladies. Also the 
ventilator lever on the driver’s side cannot be reached 
when in the open position unles$ the car is stationary. 
Whereas the suspension and steering have been designed 
to provide a suitable compromise between the demands 
of high speed and comfort, the silencing system is strictly 
of the sports car type. The exhaust can be heard in most 
conditions, and when accelerating hard in built-up areas 
the noise is considerable, particularly if indirect gears are 
in use. The sound is not in itself unpleasant, but is not 
appropriate to the general character of the car. 

The lamps are effective for high-speed driving at night, 
A good spread of light is provided when they are dipped, 
and the main beams are far-reaching without being too 
narrow. Fog lamps are fitted additionally. The panel 
lighting is satisfactory, and, as the instruments are offset 
from the driver, it does not distract the eye. The roof lamp 
can be turned on and off by hand, but when the switch is in 
the off position the light is automatically switched on when 
a door is opened. 

In one respect the Ladies’ Model represents a complete 
reversal of usual practice in the industry: instead of being 
offered with a list of additional equipment at extra ‘cost, 
it is sold as a completely equipped car, on which price 
allowances are made for any items of equipment not 
required by the individual customer. In this connection 
it is worth recording that should any of the contents of 
the vanity case be unsuited to the purchaser, they can 
be changed to the required type or colour.

engine, and marketed this type of valve 
gear on all models. It has been a 
single camshaft with a two-stage chain 
drive at the front, and operating the 
slightly inclined valves through rockers. 
In the search for additional power to en- 
hance the already lively performance of 
its cars the company is taking the develop- 
ment a stage further by introducing a 
twin overhead camshaft hemispherical 
head, to bolt directly on the cylinder block 
of the current Huiiter engine. It will be 
known as the Hunter 75, as this alterna- 
tive design increases the power output to 
75 b.h.p., compared with the 50 b.h.p. of 
the standard Hunter 1,496 c.c. four- 
cylinder unit. 

The combustion chamber is truly hemi- 
spherical, with the centre point of the 
sphere located on the cylinder head joint 
face. The valves are at 90 degrees in- 
cluded angle, equally spaced on either 
side of the cylinder centre line. The 
cylinder head is of cast iron and contains 
the valves and spring assemblies. Bolted 
to the valve chest on each side is a separ- 
ate tappet block, also in cast iron, the top 
face of which is split on the camshaft 
centre line, and thus contains the lower 
halves of the three camshaft bearings 
which run direct in this block without 
separate bearing shells. Cast iron bearing 
caps are used and the centre one is 2}in 
wide, with four fixing studs. Oil is fed at 
engine pressure to the centre bearing, 







from which a feed is taken to the two end 
ones through a hole drilled down the 
centre of each camshaft. 

Interposed between the camshaft and 
valve stem is a two-diameter tappet 
manufactured in through-hardened steel. 
Valve clearance is achieved by a selection 
from a range of these components which 
vary in graded lengths. For servicing it 
would be a comparatively simple matter 
to grind off the valve stem end to set 
clearances after recutting and lapping the 
valve seats. On the small diameter of each 
tappet a flat is provided for oil drain, and 
to avoid hydraulic lock. 

This direct acting type of valve gear 
eliminates all thrust between the valve 
and guide, thus ensuring long life of these 
components, but in the particular design 
chosen for this engine, the solid tappet is 
rather heavy, and it is not easy to main- 
tain concentricity between two fitting 
diameters and bores. A natural oil trough 
is formed by strategically placing webs in 
the top chamber to ensure that the cam- 
shaft runs continuously in a bath of oil. 
Any oil draining through from the cam- 
shaft tunnel to the spring chest is led away 
through holes before its level rises above 
the top of the valve guides. 

Individual vertical type inlet ports on 
the inside of the head are used. This

type of port, in conjunction with down- 
draught carburettors, was found to fit into 
the chassis much better than the alterna- 
tive horizontal type of layout. In the in- 
duction manifold, ports one and two, 
and three and four, converge into two 
separate ports, on each of which is 
mounted a Solex 32 PBI down-draught 
carburettor. Induction heat is achieved 
by water jacketing the induction mani- 
fold, which incorporates the coolant take- 
off pipe to the radiator. 

From the belt-driven pump, water is 
fed into the cylinder head at four points 
on the exhaust side. At each of these a 
calibrated tube directs water directly on 
to the valve guides, which are ex- 
posed by drilling through the boss of the 
=—— head into which they are pressed. 

rom this point water flows across each 
combustion chamber and round the spark- 
ing plug boss to the inlet side, from where 
it is ducted to the jacketed inlet manifold. 
Cooling of the cylinder bores is by 
thermo-syphon action through intercon- 
necting holes between the head and 
cylinder block. 

For the camshafts, a two-stage chain drive 
is used, as on the standard Hunter engine, 
duplex chains being used for each. The 
first stage is from the crankshaft to a 
jack shaft which is mounted low down in 
the crankcase, and provides the drives for 
the oil pump distributor and mechanically 
driven fuel pump. The second stage be- 
tween the jack shaft sprocket and the 
cylinder block drives the two camshafts. 
There are five chain sprockets in the train,

Rapier seems to fall into this category. It 
is te first quantity-produced saloon of over 
1 litre capacity with two doors introduced 
on the British market for some time—a type 
of construction which still retains its popu- 
larity with Continental manufacturers even 
in the bigger ranges. Provision of only two 
doors permits the use of stiff bodywork 
without adding weight, because the cut- 
aways at the rear are dispensed with. 

The seating is arranged to give the com- 
fort necessary for four in a high perform- 
ance car. At the front, well-tailored indi- 
vidual bucket seats are used; there is a full 


width rear seat, and an adjustable arm rest 
which, in its raised position, would permit 
seating for a child in addition to two adults. 
The front seats have six adjustable posi- 
tions fore and aft over a range of Sin, and 
seat rake can be set by a nut and bolt adjust- 
ment to any one of three positions. The 
back squab of each front seat tips forward 
and inward to assist entry to the rear com- 
nt. 

The floor line is positioned below the 
body sills; this lowers the overall height of 
the roof and, at the same time, the centre 
of gravity of the car. An additional advan- 
tage of the dropped floor is that the passen- 
gers step on to a surface nearer to the 
ground when entering the car. 

Good visibility is provided by the curved 
screen and the rear window, which wraps 
well round into the body sides forward of 
the rear seat squab.

Two substantial cross members are spaced 
a ximately 27in apart, tied into the body 

at their outer ends and braced by the

For the right-hand drive mode! the steering column gear change is on the left-hand side of the 
steering wheel. The rear quarter lights wind down into the body sides 
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propeller shaft tunnel in the centre to 
carry the fore and aft loads.

The lay- 
out has also permitted the floor to be re- 
cessed below the body sills to obtain the 
low seating position and roof line without 
sacrificing head and leg room, and without 
eee ground clearance. 

ront suspension is by the now 
almost universal short and long wishbone 
arms, {railing slightly to the rear, and the 
whole assembly is mounted on a pressed 
box section member attached to the chassis 
with bolts at eight points.

NE of the new cars arousing real interest among the 
motoring public—and other members of the com- 
munity for that matter—is the Standard Vanguard 

III. It has been completely restyled, and it is safe to say 
that it is considerably more attractive than previous models. 
The well-known four-cylinder, overhead-valve engine of 
2,088 c.c. capacity is retained, and as a result of develop- 
ment work produces 68 b.h.p. at 4,200 r.p.m., fully equipped 
with exhaust and silencer, dynamo and fan. The engines 
used in the earlier model Vanguards gave the same power 


not differ a great deal from those of the earlier cars, more 
or less the same results have been achieved with a lessening 
in engine speed. 

This certainly has a beneficial effect as far as fuel con- 
sumption is . Whereas the last petrol-engined 
Vanguard road tested by The Autocar produced an overall 
consumption figure of 21.9 mp. et .» the new car, when fitted 
with an overdrive, better this by up to 12 mp.g., 
depending upon the way in which it is driven. 

First grade fuel was used during the test, and on two 
journeys when the needle of the near accurate speedometer 
was kept on the 60 m.p.h. mark as often as conditions would 
allow, the fuel consumption was 30.8 m.p.g. On these 
occasions the car carried three and no luggage. 

The Vanguard III had only 650 miles indicated on the 
mileometer when it was received from the manufacturer, and 
although a considerable mileage was covered during the test, 
it may not have been sufficient to run in all bearings of 
engine, gear box and rear axle. However, the car behaved 
very well and, in the circumstances, the performance figures 
obtained are highly creditable. The road manners of the 
car were studied with considerable interest and the general 
opinion was most favourable. 

The engine starts easily and will pull away in top gear 
quite smoothly from 12-14 m.p.h.; as with earlier m 
the Vanguard III is very much what is usually known as 
a “top gear” car, in spite of the slightly different gear ratio, 


The symmetry of the front and rear wing line is noticeable; it gives the 
car a well-balanced appearance. The ring on the wing edges comes 
well over the tyres 


and it will trickle through congested traffic without the 
driver having to be continually changing gear. Only when 
the engine is pulling slowly in top gear is there any indication 
that it is a large four-cylinder unit. The tickover is quiet 
and during the test there were no signs of running-on or 


pinking. 

The electrically operated overdrive provides high cruising 
speeds, and the engine turns over very smoothly at an 
indicated 70-75 m.p.h. In normal top gear the miles per 
hour per 1,000 r.p.m. is 18; when overdrive is aged = 
figure for each 1,000 r.p.m. rises to 23 mete Lag on 
also on second gear of the three-speed gear box, the oar 
drive provides what is a very useful extra indirect gear, 
which is most convenient for overtaking in circumstances 
when the acceleration provided by normal top is not quite 
adequate. The procedure adopted on main road journeys 
was to run up to about 60 m.p.h. in normal top and then 
engage the overdrive. Average speeds of 45 and 50 miles 
in the hour were achieved without stressing the engine, and 
also the lack of fussiness from the power unit proved restful 
for both driver and passengers. The bonnet vibrated at 
high speed. 

The synchromesh mechanism is effective, but can be 
beaten if “racing” type gear changes are attempted. There 
is little lost movement between gear positions and the lever 
is well placed. The overdrive switch, mounted on an exten- 
sion on the right of the steering column, can be 
operated without removing the hand from the wheel. 
of the overdrive gives the driver the equivalent of a five- 
speed gear box, and the operating action of gear lever and 
overdrive switch becomes automatic in a very short time. 

The drill used was to go from second to overdrive second; 
as the gear lever was moved from the second gear position 
to top gear, the overdrive switch was flicked to normal and 
then, in due course, back to overdrive. The same system 
in reverse was used when changing down and by correct 
throttle control, changes from overdrive to normal position 
or vice versa could be made without jerk. On occasions 
when pulling hard in second gear, there was a noticeable 
pause after the switch was moved before overdrive was 


engaged. 

The clutch is smooth in its take-up and showed no signs 
of slip during the test; it has hydraulic operation but pedal 
— was slightly heavier than was thought desirable. 

The pendant pedal has plenty of room round it and is placed 
at a comfortable angle. 

When the Phase II Vanguard was tested early in 1953, 
the suspension was criticized because of the amount of roll 
which took place when the car was cornered quickly. The 
Vanguard III does not suffer from this fault to nearly the 
same extent, and sharp corners can be taken without heeling 
over and with very little tyre noise. The car can be driven 
fast on wet roads with a feeling of safety, and at no time 
rg hae yer gre Se > gy «ne der Ader gw 
away, om technique adopted might well have 
caused this to happen.

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ACH of us will go to the Show with a clear picture in 
his or her mind as to what should be observed casually, 
studied closely, or dismissed cursorily. Each of us also,

target for them and for their families. 

The exotic and the exciting are great to dream about, 
but a 20ft limousine is out of the question when the only 
accommodation is a 16ft garage—and when keeping up 
with the mortgage is more important than keeping up with 
the Joneses.

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own ideas approximate to those of the experts, or how widely 
they, differ from them. 

Next week, the Show will have opened, and the stand to 
stand guide will help readers to seek out what they want to 
examine in the maze of exhibits at Earls Court. Experts 
will describe the sections in full: coachwork, caravans, acces- 
sories, tyres, and there will be an estimate of the evolution 
in technical matters and bodywork. Some of the new cars, 
as well as modifications and improveménts to existing 
models, are described in this issue, and descriptions will 
continue next week. 


So, with a passing, lingering glance at the out-of-reach, 
let us consider the points which are of major importance 
to the family motorist. 

First convenient consideration is the type of coachwork: 
most people, with winter weather and its effect on old and 
young people to be considered, plump for a saloon. A 
drop-head is very pleasant in a summer such as we have 
just enjoyed, but in the closed position it lacks the light 
and spaciousness of the well-windowed modern saloon— 
and our climate is such that we need our sheet metal 
umbrella more often than we can dispense with it. In 
this connection, a heater is no longer a luxury but rather 
i necessity, so that provision for its easy installation is a 
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near essential, while to have one as standard initial equip- 
ment is a good buying point. 

The doors must be considered from more than the one 
sbvious aspect; they should give really easy access, both 
front and rear—particularly important if old people are 
frequent passengers—and it is a valuable safety measure 
if they are hinged at the front edge so that the wind will 
tend to keep them closed. Extra, childproof catches on 
the doors are also an additional sales point for those 
whose passengers are young and not at all times safety- 
minded. 

A good slope to the rear seat may help young. passengers 
to keep their seats during heavy braking, and ensure that 
baby’s hand cot is secure and safe there. In considering 
the width of the seat, it should be remembered that it is 
quite wrong to think children take up less room than 
adults. They may be physically smaller, but they do not 
sit still Severely limited leg room in the rear compart- 
ment, too, can be a major disadvantage. 

Youngsters are, unhappily, more prone to car sickness 
than adults, and there seems little doubt that the nature 
of the springing of a car can be a contributory factor. 
Personal experience suggests that firm springing is to be 
preferred to the soft, floating effect of some kinds of sus- 
pension; of course, one can always experiment with a 
chain dangler, but if it doesn’t work. . . . 

In this connection, smoothness of clutch and of braking 
are an aid to the elimination of jerkiness, and so help 
to keep everyone, old and young, happy in transit. 

A disturbing feature can be unwise choice of seat 
covering material—at one extreme the surface can be 
glassy, and the passengers slide helplessly at every curve; 
at the other, the grip can be so firm that one’s jacket 
rucks up uncomfortably within a mile or two. There’s 
nothing like leather—but some of the plastic substitutes 
are a very close approximation, and will wear well and 
keep clean. : 

The roof lining, too, if in one of the modern plastic 
materials, will prove reluctant to pick up grime, and may 
be wiped down with a damp cloth whenever necessary. 

A carpet-covered floor gives an air of luxury, but a 
rubber or similar covering is much less absorbent of mud 


and clay from children’s feet, and is more easily cleaned. 
The smoother the exterior of the car, too, the easier it 
will be to keep spick and span. 

Luggage accommodation is of first importance to the 
family man, even though it may be tried to the limit only 
for the annual holiday. It should be as ample as one 
can obtain, and a useful point to remember is that a locker 
lid which opens downwards can be used to carry a peram- 
bulator or an overflow of luggage; an alternative is, of 
course, a roof rack. 

Family cars are often driven by more than one person, 
so that adequate adjustment of the seat and simple, 
straightforward controls are points to watch for. 

Two final considerations are of special interest to the 
nominal head of the household—dependability and accessi- 
bility. Some cars are better than others in these respects, 
and if the would-be owner plans to do as much as possible 
of his own maintenance to keep running costs down, then 
he should keep in mind those aspects of modern car design, 
which are of greater importance than some stylists appear 
to think.

the accessory world in which there are snnual signs 
of upheaval and strong competition, This year it 
seems that it will be in car interior heaters, for there wiil 
be & number of new ones. Prices have come down. Per- 
haps rightly, the emphasis will be on versions tailored to 
particular car models. A new fresh-air unit is to be shown, 
and there will be more special-version heaters for popular 
cars. 
There is no other opportunity than the Show to see all 
the car seat covers and materials. Variety will be very great, 
and there will be a swing towards the better kinds of

materials for improving the interior and a greater variety oi 


good patterns. One maker backs his cloths with thin bonded 


sheets of foam rubber which gives a thick, soft effect. Con- 
versely, there are more satin-rayon or nylon materials with 
a dull sheen. 

One of the sparking plug manufacturers has launched 
corrosion- and burning-resistant plugs for family cars, an 
interesting development. There will also be platinum- 
pointed plugs for family cars. But the greatest interest for 
motorists at the Show should be the exhibits of the piston 
people’s long-life cylinder overhaul components. I: is really 
practicable, at a London Show, for the big-mileage motorist 
to go round the piston, valve and lubrication stands and plan 
a long-life engine—perhaps on the most bread-and-butter 
basis. 

Tyre news will be the introduction of more “ compromise ” 
tyres by a famous maker. That is, tyres suitable for hard 
roads, not so extreme in tread as a snow or farm tyre, but 
able to give great grip in difficult conditions. There will 
also be a new sports-racing tyre which (from a purely desk 
study of tread and carcase design) would seem to promise 
phenomenal grip. And there will be many other new treads. 
The truth is that cars have become faster and that tyre 
manufacturers have had to meet exacting requirements. 

Lamps will be less in the news. But a big maker will 
introduce a new feature which, if it works in practice, will 
be very valuable. It is a lens designed for the same light 
characteristics as before but with an aerodynamic modifica- 
tion to repel mud and insects. There will also be new head- 
lamp conversions by a British maker who has nct previously 
been in this field. 

There is to be a great deal of interest, to the many 
motorists who are interested in design, on the component 
manufacturers’ stands. This particularly applies to brakes 
and suspension. One such exhibit is the cantilever rear 
springing of the new Jaguar 2.4-litre, with its complete 
rubber insulation from the car, and positive axle location 
by radius arms and Panhard rod. 

Then there is to be shown the family car version of disc 
brakes, using quite sizeable segments instead of “spots” 
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of friction material. This has reached the stage where it is 
ready for the car manufacturers. Some of the new servo 
brakes will appear in the galleries. These are an answer 
to the braking problems of fast and heavy cars, for they 
enable hard and fade-resistant linings to be used without 
the need for heavy pedal pressures by the driver. 

Visitors will be able to see more than one of the new 
power-assisted steering gears. They are interesting things 
to study, because steering servos have to be very sensitive 
and never over-zealous in their assistance. It is really 
possible to understand, with the aid of a good show exhibit, 
how a pump-driven servo can proportion its efforts on the 
steering wheel to the driver’s. 

It is sad that automatic chassis lubrication systems are 
seen more in the galleries than on cars. Clayton-Dewandre 
will have a new and practical one. 

Apart from what one might have, there is what one does 
have on the car—the old and not the new. A visit to the 
stand of a carburettor maker, and an understanding from 
the sectioned models of what that versatile component does, 
why, when and how, can make a lot of difference to the 
m.p.g. of the touring holiday. Also of great interest will be 
the diagram version of the S.U. carburettor, which Bentley 
are using. (The chassis frame of the model is to be seen on 
another component maker’s stand.) 

Most lamp makers will feature the twin rear lamp con- 
versions which will be necessary on the older cars next year. 
With winter coming, the side-by-side comparison of the 
best foglamps will also be of practical interest. 

The range of British accessories is vast; and the London 
Show is the only opportunity in which to study the major 
ones together and get real information. The decorative 
accessory may be somewhat in the minority, unless you 
count the very high-powered auxiliary lamps which are some- 
times fitted to very slow cars. As regards decoration and 
embellishment, the ground floor stands will almost certainly 
demonstrate that the car maker has got there first! But 
there are still beautifully cast and engraved mascots with 
which to gild the lily.

crowds at Earls Court makes almost as interesting a 

study as do the exhibits themselves. Of even greater 
interest is to try to decide what there is to recommend the 
body styles around which the largest crowds. collect. 
Whereas, in the past, it was reasonable to expect even the 
most uninformed to decide by instinct what was good or 
bad, it is- becoming increasingly difficult to find any 
standards by which to judge present-day taste in styling. 

In almost every field the industrial designer is casting 
round in an effort to appeal to a buyers’ market. Designs 
of everyday, commonplace objects reflect the trend of life 
itself towards richness and plenty. No longer does a vase 
of flowers serve to decorate a contemporary drawing room; 
a huge-leaved, room-high indoor plant replaces it. Small- 
patterned carpets and wallpapers have given way to larger 
and bold designs. A small, restrained chromium motif no 
longer serves to put the finishing touch to a good body 
design, and stylists, in their headlong rush to be fashionable, 
apply more and more, larger and larger chromium-plated 
clichés to their cars. It is a buyers’ market; no holds are 
barred. 

In such a state of affairs the appeal caused by an eye- 
catching external appearance is of more importance than the 
honest mechanical worth of the vehicle beneath. In a non- 
competitive market the position does not arise—the 
anachronisms, Victorian styled and grubby, in which we 
travel by rail are evidence of this. Another reason for this 
state of affairs is the limited scope for variation in the current 
flush-sided styling. Once the vestigial wings have dis- 
appeared and the fully flush body side has been reached 
there is little opportunity for originality, except to embellish 
and re-embellish what remains; the problem for the styling 
departments is considerable. 

Increasingly, nowadays, there are signs that public taste is 
not quite as malleable as the stylists would appear to believe. 
Honest to goodness, functional utilities (station wagons, 
estate cars, or what you will) appealed to a great many people 


J cre what it is that catches the eyes of the milling

at last year’s Show and there were many who bought these 
vehicles because they could not tolerate the slick approach 
of the quantity-produced saloons. 

Also much appreciated were the Italianate, unadorned 
cars which, by virtue of their beauty of line, stood serene 
among the Flash ’Arrys that surrounded them. It is sad 
indeed that some of these designs which, successful in their 
simplicity, appealed in 1953, were revamped for 1954 in 
such atrocious taste that a verbal (and printed) outcry was 
raised. No doubt this year there will be further examples 
from the drawing boards of stylists who cannot leave well 
alone. 

But there will, too, be new cars from the British factories 
that are simple, look entirely British, taking nothing from 
the Italians, and on which a chromium addition would look 
as out of place as a tramp in the Royal Enclosure at Ascot. 
These examples of unerring good taste are, unfortunately, 
beyond the bank balances of the majority. In the price 
range that takes in the greater part of the car owning public, 
the buyer’s choice is confined to a range of chromium-plated 
variations on a slab-sided theme which become increasingly 
bizarre each year. 

Decorations themselves seem to serve no useful purpose. 
In an attempt to endow their creatians with a sense of light- 
ness and poise, stylists have resorted to space forms—taken 
from jet aircraft or even rockets—as decorations. At the 
same time they fit heavy, bulbous bumpers with enormous 
over-riders which conflict with the impression they are seek- 
ing to create. Rear wings, when they stood, in the past, as 
separate entities, were often protected by aluminium plates, 
curved to conform to the lower forward part of the wing 
itself, This practice has given inspiration to designers of 
modern styles and the opportunity to apply further and 
entirely pointless _ adornment. 

So we go on. Whether these plated confections are what 


the public really wants can best be judged by the intensity 
of the crowds round each particular stand at Earls Court

enjoyment, and that is why I look forward to visiting 

the Show. I am prepared to put up with hot eyes 
if they are feasted with bright, spectacular displays, and 
with aching feet for the sake of satisfying a natural curiosity 
—some of the more unfeeling menfolk would no doubt call 
it inquisitiveness, and cite cat-into-the-milk-jug morals 

The chief delight of window-shopping is in choosing what 
yae would buy if the opportunity occurred. Therefore, my 
visits will not be confined to the specialist stands, which are 
beyond my dreams of ownership, although I intend to 
examine, among other high performance cars, the new 
M.G. A and imagine what it would be like to drive this 
model. 

The small four-seaters and family cars are more im the 
realms of possibility, however, and it will be mteresting to 
see what modifications and improvements have been made 
to the familiar models from the larger manufacturers. I 
want to see if the two-tone Hillmans have a pleasing air 
of frivolity, and to examine the Super Eight and Ten from 
Standard, the de luxe versions of the Ford Prefect and 
Anglia, making mental calculations of what return is being 
made for the extra cost. 

We shall, no doubt, have to queue for a look at the brand 
new models—the Vanguard III and, of course, the 2.4-litre 
Jaguar are at the top of my list—but I find plenty of enter- 
tainment in watching the crowds and listening to their com- 
ments on the cars. To my mind, shows can be enjoyed to 
the full only if one sheds companions for an hour or two 
to nose about alone. No two people want to look at the 
same exhibit for exactly the same amount of time, particu- 
larly if they are of opposite sexes 

The Docker Daimler is always interesting, and I hope that 
Hoopers have something novel in the way of exterior finish 
and luxury accessories for us to talk about this year. There 
is a production Daimler, too, specially fitted out for women, 
which should incite kinder comment than the oft-heard waii 
from kitchens: “It must have been designed by a man.” 
Another car built with women in mind—shown at Frankfurt 
in September—is the Karmann body on a Volkswagen 
chassis, to a design by Ghia of Turin. I hope that this will 
be at Earls Court, for an Italian design should be very 


(CC cciogen and design are the essence of a woman’s 


The colour finishes of cars displayed are usually bright 
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and good to look at, even if one would prefer a less notice- 
able shade for one’s own vehicle. Eye-catchers are all very 
well, but, as with clothes, often one feels more comfortable 
in something unobtrusive, particularly with parking getting 
more and more difficult! 

Upholstery shades are worth looking at, too, and the 
material examining to see whether it is luxurious leather or 
the less expensive vinyl; often only one’s nose can give a 
And what is the trend in interior layout—is the 
bench-type seat, with its complement of steering column 
gear lever and umbrella handbrake, at last showing signs of 
retreat before the comfortable separate seats which some 
designs have retained? 

For sheer magnificence of conception the Americans must 
be seen and wondered at; if it is over here, I would like to 
find out whether the pink and black creation made by Dodge 
to please feminine customers looks as good as it sounds. 
Then there are the Continental cars—Renaults with the 
automatic transmission, the new Citroen, the lovely lines 
from Italy. 

Any time that is left when I have had my fill of cars will 
be devoted to the caravan and boat displays.

ALWAYS see the London Show as what might be called 

a post-graduate course for the keen motorist. It is the 
idea) opportunity for study of the cars of other countries. 

and for contrasting them one with another and with the 
products of Britain. The examples from Europe are, I think, 
of very great interest indeed these days because of the air of 
expermment that there is about their engineering. Motor 
historians of the future will describe the recent changes in 
European design as the impact of motorways, which permit 
long journeys at high, sustained speeds, for even the smallest 
European models show the effect of this. The 2 c.v. Citroen, 
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for instance, has an overdrive top gear and an engine 
governed so that it cannot be over-revved; this is a car 
bristling with ingenuities and with which re-acquaintance 
is always refreshing. I am going to have another look, also, 
at that hydro-pneumatic suspension, particularly now that 
the new medel has it on all four wheels. 

Under the egis of A.F.N. ‘are D.K.W. and B.M.W., and 
both of these German designs bear scrutiny. The D.K.W. 
has a threé-cylinder two-stroke engine and the B.M.W. a 
V-eight unit, one of the few European V-eights. The styling 
of the new B.M.W. sports car, which is reminiscent of the 
300 SL Mercedes, will make: a change of focal point from 
that celebrated machine, although we shall no doubt be 
drawn towards the Mercedes once again. If the 300 SLR 
is on the Mercedes stand, the SL will have a home:challenger 
for interest. 

American V-eights ought to be seen this year in consider- 
able numbers, and here the interest lies in their tremendous 
capacity, usually over five litres, and in the compact layout, 
permitting low and short bonnets (comparatively speaking) 
in spite of the engine size. Their design is also notable for 
the attention paid to easy manufacture with the help of 
transfer machining. Of great interest in the American cars, 
also, are the transmission systems, especially the fully auto- 
matic ones. Over the last two years there have been cut- 
away models of these transmissions on show, and their study 
permits a readier grasp of what is a very complicated piece 
of mechanism. 

American interiors, too, bear close examination, especially 
if you are a bit of a sociologist; they are obviously the mobile 
surroundings of the motorists of a big and powerful country 
that is enjoying unprecedented prosperity. These interiors 
can be air-conditioned—not just heated and ventilated. 

Latest manifestation of enterprise in the U.S. cars is the 
provision of safety measures to protéct the occupants in 
minor collisions—packaging, in the American term. Just as 
goods are packed to avoid damage in transit, so American 
designers are regarding the occupants of cars. This is a 
very sensible outlook, as also is the American insistence on 
harnessing power for the use of individuals. Window lift- 
ing, opening and shutting of convertible coachwork, and even 
the adjustment of front seats can be power-operated if the 
U.S. motorist likes to pay the extra. 

I must have a look also at the Packard suspension system. 
This has not yet been seen at an Earls Court Show, but it 
is, like the Citroen’s, an interesting tangential offshoot from 
accepted principles. The long torsion bars are not so unortho- 
dox as the Citroen’s hydro-pneumatic units, but they have 
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the marked difference from the British use of torsion bars 
in that a single bar serves both front and rear wheels, and 
is so linked that a bump reaction on the front wheels causes 
a rebound reaction at the back.. In addition, both systems 
have devices to maintain height from the ground—a useful 
compensation especially when lighting can be disturbed by 
heavy rear loading. 

The little Fiat 600 is already familiar in this country, but 
I think a detailed examination is a “must” at Earls Court. 
This car is a model of compactness, and the skilful accom- 
modation of such a large amount of seating room on such a 
small. wheelbase, and yet within a handsome outline, is a 
great achievement. “It is done by a thoroughly unorthodox 
approach to engine installation, as can be seen by opening 
the bonnet at the back—the engine is alongside the radiator. 

The palm must always, it seems, go to Italy for beauty of 
outline. It may be purely esthetic, like Pinin Farina 
creations, or there may be a suggestion of some other quality 
influencing the elegance, as there is a suggestion of pugnacity 
about the look of the Lancia Gran Turismo, for instance. 
But whatever the Italian sets out to do in the way of body 
outline he accomplishes. Thus contemplation at the correct 
distance—provided that the crewds are not too large—will 
be well worth it with the Spyder designs—sports two-seaters 
of astonishing performance—on Lancia and Alfa Romeo, 
also with the Giulietta Alfa Romeo, a remarkably well- 
proportioned small body. This applies also to Fiat models, 
where a certain utility is allowed to condition the styling, 
as in the cleverly christened TV model, which provides 
such excellent visibility for the occupants. 

Once again, alSo, I must ponder upon the Wolfsburg 
phenomenon—Germany’s Volkswagen. This car’s astonish- 
ing success is not easily explained. The engine is a flat four, 
the suspension is all-round independent, with the typically 
German swing axle layout at the rear. Air cooling and rear 
engine mounting make the car quite noisy, but, here again, 
the design is such that it is impossible to over-rev the engine 
in mile after mile of high-speed autobahn cruising. 

From a refresher course on the Volkswagen it is instructive 
to wander back again to the A.F.N. egis and look at the 
latest Porsche. The late Dr. Porsche, of course, designed 
the original Volkswagen, and the latest Porsche remains a 
derivative of the VW. And what a derivative it is! Bear 
in mind the long list of its sporting successes as you study 
it, also the disadvantages of rear engines in high speed terms, 
owing to the awkward concentration of weight in the tail. 
In spite of these the Porsche is extraordinary, and Earls 
Court is the place at which to try to reason why. M. B. 
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“Much to stimulate thought...” 


Y SHE technically minded can always find much to stimu- 
late thought, and ponder over the whys and wherefores, 
without being too much concerned with two-tone 

colour schemes and other more obvious eye-catching 
decorations. Many of the improvements and innovations 
will be hidden and necessitate some peering into the inner 
workings. On the subject of being hidden, those interested 
in comparing the performance of the various cars should 
exercise caution in relying on the b.h.p. figures so freely 
quoted. 

All American cars quote h.p. figures in accordance with 
S.A.E. Standards, under which conditions the engine is 
tested minus air cleaner, dynamo, fan and water pump. The 
exhaust system is a permanent installation of the test bed, 
with little restriction. Figures achieved by this method can 
be between 9 per cent and 11 per cent greater than those 
obtained with the engine equipped as installed in the chassis. 
Continental manufacturers quote outputs with the car in- 
stallation equipment, but their basic hp. is given in figures 
1 per cent greater than the British and American formule 
British manufacturers have, as yet, no agreed standard of 
presentation, some quoting a figure for the engine as installed 
in the chassis and others quoting the test-bed hgure. One 
further point—some of the literature quotes output figures 
achieved by the sales department and not that given by the 
engineers; so beware! 

Take a look at the position of engines—particularly on 
the new.cars introduced this year. They are mounted still 
further forward over the front wheels and this position is 
resulfing in some interesting steering linkages.. The advan- 
tages of the rack and pinion type of steering can no longer 
be realized-with this-latest trend and this accounts, in part, 
for the waning popularity of that mechanism. One solution 
to this steering linkage problem is to place the track rods 
berween the cylinder block and the scuttle. The Sunbeam 
Rapier and Fiat 1400 are good examples of this layout. 

Three of the completely new cars introduced this year use 
integral body construction and the disposition of floor load- 
carrying members is worthy of investigation. On the 
2.4-litre Jaguar straight members run fore and aft as 
uninterrupted beams to take the loads. On the Standard 
Vanguard III and the Sunbeam Rapier, cross-members tie 
into the prop-shaft tunnel to obtain rigidity, and the body 
sills on each play an important part in carrying their share 
of the 

Technical literature will show that the rise in compression 
ratios since the introduction of premrum fuels is continuing 
and the average figure is now in the region of 7.66 to 1, which 
represents an increase of 0.34 over last year. Many of: the 
American engines are equipped with means of allowing the 


valve to rotate at the point of opening and closing to assist 
seat wear. An interesting development will be seen. on 
several carburettor air cleaners, which are equipped with 
an external pipe, the diameter and length of which can be 
varied to tune. for silence in the manner of, but with 
opposite results fron® those of the pipes of an organ. 

No startling developments by British manufacturers are 
yet apparent in the automatic transmission field, although 
this trend is gaining popularity with the optional fitment of 
such units of American manufacture on some of the more 
expensive models. The Lockheed Manumatic gear control, 
which eliminates the clutch pedal and is adapted for use 
with normal synchromesh gear boxes, has been further 
developed and will be available as an optional extra on at 
least one British car. Hydraulic operation of clutches is now 
almost universal. 

With the continued trend to reduce the height of cars, 
watch for the adoption of stepped-down floor levels. Engi- 
neering requirements have triumphed over sales propaganda 
in the matter of the flat- floor. 

Continental manufacturers show the greatest advances in 
rear suspension, many of them now using fully independent 
designs. Mercedes have adopted the low pivot .point swing 
axles on all models except the 180 series. The various 
methods of using rubber at strategic points to eliminate 
road noises can be considered as quite a study in itself. 

The diesel engine, despite its economical attractions, does 
not appear to reveal much advance in popularity for passen- 
ger cars, its field being restricted to station wagons and fleets 
of vehicles operated by companies. 

Many of the technical innovations can best he seen on 
the stands of the manufacturers in the galleries where, for 
instance, the latest designsS*in brakes, both in drum and disc 
forms, can be studied, with technicians there to explain their 
inner workings. Look out for the Lockheed Brakemaster 
system in which there is much of interest. 

Investigations round the stands of the piston manufac- 
turers will show that the chrome-plated top ring is now 
almost universal, and there will also be exhibits of pistons 
with all the rings so treated—a development which is being 
followed on many commercial vehicles already and will no 
doubt be a further stage in the development of engines for 
passenger cars. 

The new Citroen is assured of mutch attention if only by 
reason of its use of hydraulics. If it is possible to find 
a place beside the car when the bonnet is opened, several 
hours could be spent discovering where all the pipes go 
and what function the various contrcl valves plav in the 


system.

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“Wonder at the colour and glitter...” 


EMORIES of past motor shows usually follow very 
similar lines—initial disappointment at the dis- 
covery that the programmes have all been sold; 

wonder at the colour and glitter on first entering the enor- 
mous display hall; hurried arrangements with friends to 
rendezvous at a given time if separated; and then drifting 
interestedly from stand to stand with several definite 
objectives. 

In particular the aim of the younger motorist (and I 
am glad to be one!) has been to look for two cars—the 
one I would like to own and the one I am likely to own. 
This year the quest will again be the same. The former 
involves a cursory inspection of fabulously expensive and 
luxurious cars, in which the interest is purely academic. 
The second is a more realistic examination of cars with 
a three-figure price tag, with the thought of possible future 
ownership. 

Large annual mileages make economy of operation a 
decisive factor in my choice of a car for my own use, and 
40 m.p.g. seems a reasonable target at which to aim in 
this consideration. Many cars at the show will be able 
to offer this. But economical running also involves more 
than an estimate of fuel consumption, and the question 
of engines per 100,000 miles must also be considered. 
Little engines, low geared for performance, are a doubtful 
form of economy. A light, well-designed car with a big 
engine calculated to enjoy a very idle existence is a better 
proposition. The object of the search is beginning to take 
shape. 

No doubt several such cars will be on show; the final 
choice will then be decided by a study of likely speed 
capabilities, and ability to accelerate rapidly and maintain 
a reasonably high cruising speed. Further thought will 
then be directed to body shape, seating, accommodation for 
passengers and luggage, and driving position. 

Judged in this way, the Triumph TR2 has a lot to offer; 
this will also apply to the M.G. A. Totally different 
from sports cars, most of the big manufacturers exhibit 
“baby” cars, which at the same time reasonably merit 
the title of “car” rather than “toy.” Unfortunately, how- 
ever, tiny engines predominate. The Standard Super Ten 
is an attractive proposition and warrants a careful inspec- 


tion. The Motor Show is also an invaluable opportunity 
to study specialist cars which are less frequently seen, 
and among these are the Morgans, Renault and Porsche, 
and the Singer roadster. 

There is much that cannot be investigated at the Show, 
and must wait to be revealed in the road test. But there 
is also a great deal that can be discovered indirectly by 
the inspection of makers’ stands. Little signs saying “ This 
Door is Locked” create the impression that the manu- 
facturer is not really interested in whether his products 
sell or not, and then one wonders whether perhaps they 
are constructed accordingly; the interior of a car is every 
bit as interesting as the outside. Engines also should be 
readily revealed, and the sectioned working examples seen 
on the stands of some enthusiastic manufacturers are at 
once both fascinating and instructive. 

Another guiding factor is the attitude stand representa- 
tives take towards their visitors, and a helpful and 
informative salesman can make up for many of the defects 
of his firm’s cars. The reverse is also true, and ! still 
remember clearly the unpleasant impression given by one 
singularly ill-chosen representative in 1951. 

Lack of show literature is a failing which can tend to 
kill any early interests in a given car; when one returns 
home to study the various brochures collected on the tour, 
the missing ones tend to be forgotten. 

After a prolonged period of battling with crowds and 
rope barriers on the ground floor, a look at the accessories 
department upstairs is a welcome change. I hope to chocse 
a suitable heater for my present car, and a study of car 
radio sets may also prove profitable. So many novelties 
are on show on the first floor that usually it takes much 
longer to wander round than is expected; I remember 
once examining the lower aspect of a car on a demonstra- 
tion hydraulic ramp when suddenly the car began t& 
descend; I was surprised to find that it was 9 p.m. so soon. 

Eventually, when many of the exhibits have been covered 
in dust sheets, the time will come to leave; I hope to 
depart equipped with a fair impression of what is in store 
for the forthcoming year’s motoring, and with a good idea 
of the cars which justify a more detailed examination in 
the future.

will still detect, here and there, strong traces of the 

qualities and traditions he cherishes; not, mark you, 
the traditions of the diehard but of the purist and the 
raftsman. Individual workmanship of the highest quality 
an be found on the stands of the leading coachbuilders, 
and there are many examples of good design and meticulous 
yttention to detail under the floors and beneath the bonnets 
f the more expensive cars. In a decade when even the 
smallest and cheapest machines are, in general, technically 
excellent, and when quite moderately priced family saloons 
ire capable of speeds which until very recently were the 
monopoly of the largest and most costly vehicles, the task 

f the smaller manufacturers has become increasingly diffi- 
cult. They have to base their appeal to the customer on 
more luxurious appointments, better detail finish and 
superior durability. 

The traditional body style has almost surrendered to more 
modern thought in terms of aerodynamic form, and this year 
one of its last strongholds, the 3-litre Alvis, has supplanted 
its late perpendicular with the horizontal grace of a Swiss 
design by Carrosserie Graber. This is the antithesis of the 
Biblical dictum about putting new wine into old bottles, 
and the fine Alvis chassis and engine will not be outmoded 
in their fresh surroundings. The A.C. stand has particular 
attractions: although the more conservative models—per- 
haps the last survivors in the motoring world with beam 
front axles mounted on half-clliptic springs—are still in 
production, only the sporting Ace open two-seater and 
Aceca’ hardtop are on display. These are true delight to 
the vintage fan; not only do they retain the famous six- 
cylinder two-litre engine, designed over thirty years ago and 
still not outdated, but the simple, shapely bodies conceal a 
chassis of real virtue. A straightforward tubular frame with 
an uncomplicated, all-independent suspension system, it 
not only gives the A.C. almost unexcelled qualities of 
stability and adhesion but should prove easy for the sport- 
ing amateur to maintain and to repair in case of damage. 

The Aston Martin, Lagonda, Bristol and Frazer-Nash 
stands will, as usual, attract all those who like to know that 
their property has been largely hand made by craftsmen, 
and the buffed aluminium valve covers of the Jaguar engines 


f SHE discerning eye of the seasoned vintage enthusiast 


reveal a standard of finish unusual for cars which offer so 
much for, relatively, so little money. 

Rolls-Royce and Bentley retain bold, aggressive radiator 
designs, the Bentley shell blending more happily with the 
flowing lines of the standard S-type saloon than that of the 
classic Rolls-Royce, which is more suited to razor-edge 
styling. The S-type chassis, common to both makes, is up 
to date in conception but retains time-honoured standards of 
under-bonnet finish, and connoisseurs will admire smooth, 
stove-enamelled castings, plated nuts and bolts, and control 
linkages which make no concessions to economy. An un- 
yielding, black three-spoked steering wheel imparts a sensa- 
tion of substance and quality to the driver’s hands, and he 
reads plain, round instruments with white figures on black 
faces which tell him what he wants to know without chrome 
and plastic distractions. But many will surely pine for the 
beautiful manual gear boxes hitherto optional on these cars, 
now superseded by a magical robot of transatlantic origin. 
A nice detail, which old-time drivers will be quick to recog- 
nize, is that the side lights have little red tell-tales on their 
tops to warn the driver of bulb failure and to give him 
positive indication of the vehicle’s width’ This will also 
be found on other cars, such as the new One-O-Four 
Daimler. 

The British Motor Corporation has by no means thrown 
tradition to the four winds, for, although the Morris Oxford 
and Cowley bear no resemblance in appearance or design 
to their forebears ef bygone years, they still serve just the 
same section of the public with sound and reliable motoring, 
with emphasis on space and practicability rather than on 
dashing appearance and flashing performance. The efficient 
Riley engine remains unchanged in concept since its vintage 
beginnings, and the 2}-litre has the longest piston stroke 
of any production car engine in the world. An exception- 
ally rigid crankcase and block casting protect it from many 
of the evils of high piston speeds, and it has a reputation 
for long life between overhauls. 

The small M.G. has gained greatly from the drastic 
improvements to its powers of penetration, and now 
becomes a relatively fast car. Those who regret the dis- 
appearance of separate mudguards, external fuel tank and 
spare wheel must appreciate that in a highly competitive 
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market such archaism has -become a hindrance to sales. The 
little car retains all its true sporting character, and its 
increased performance is matched by parallel improvements 
in braking and roadholding. 

Of the Continentals, the Peugeot models from France 
retain two tokens from the past—the lion mascot (remem- 
ber the Lion racers of Edwardian days?) and the under- 
slung, worm-drive rear axle. Panhards and Renaults bear 
no such traces of their noble ancestors, and many of the 
great French names of the past such as Delage, Talbot, 
Bugatti and Delahaye no longer appear. Of the Italians, 
Alfa-Romeo will show two examples of both the 1900 and 
fascinating little Giulietta 1300 models, all powered by 
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twin overhead camshaft engines of long-established Alfa- 
Romeo practice. 

The Lancia range is still equipped with the sliding-pillar 
independent front suspension which was introduced on 
their Lambda model in 1923, and they have steadfastly 
retained the V-type engine, although only the smaller Appia 
is of the narrow-angle type. From Germany come the 
renowned Mercedes machines, worthy descendants of a very 
long line and backed by a racing record second to none. 
All are built to high standards of engineering practice, and 
the very rapid 300SL model in particular is worth a long 
inspection under the bonnet. .

‘HE marginal notes, as it were, to the centrepiece of the 
ground floor at Earls Court, are the stands manned by 
non-manufacturing bodies—the associations and 

government establishments. Visitors to the 1954 Show will 
remember the intriguing panel which spotlighted blind areas 
in a driver’s vision, and the darkened screen through which 
one could watch a realistic night journey with head lights 
dipped, yellow and then white lamps. 

This year, brakes will be the subject of the Road Research 
Laboratory’s display, and it will be interesting to watch the 
film showing cars misbehaving themselves when badly 
adjusted brakes are put on. The other part of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research exhibit will 
demonstrate how stresses set up in a crankshaft during 
operation of an engine are measured; this is a typical 
research activity of The Motor Industry Research Associ- 
ation. The British Road Federation will have a useful con- 
tribution, in hypothetical form for the relief of congestion.

the potential performance of any type of car as sug- 
gested by the specification and the actual performance 
available on the road. For example, at the present time 
particularly, some manufacturers feel that their product will 


Titer is sometimes a considerable difference between 
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sell more readily if it is capable of 100 m.p.h. When this 
line of thqught is applied to a car that falls more naturally 
into the m.p.h. class, the specification is apt to be mis- 
leading. Instead of a car that will get up to 90 quite speedily, 
one has a car that reaches perhaps 70 reasonably quickly, 
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after which acceleration falls off badly and only on a super 
highway is the driver likely to see more than about 80 m.p.h. 
because top gear is so high. 

Thus, at the Show it ts worth studying with reserve, if 
not suspicion, any of the dramatic claims made for sports cars 
by manufacturers. The 90 m.p.h. car that should accelerate 
well at about 80 is better than a car faster “on paper” but 
more sluggish on the road, although in certain circumstances 
the latter car may be a little more economical. Showtime 
provides a good opportunity for comparisons, for there are 
manufacturers’ representatives present to answer questions; 
people whose replies can be judged on their merits. 


Miles per Gallon 


It is probably true that claims included in publicity liter- 
ature are factual. It is unusual these days for a manufacturer 
to quote, say, an m.p.g. figure that is known to be inaccurate. 
But such figures can, nevertheless, be misleading. A mini- 
mum m.p.g. figure results from driving the car just about 
as hard as it can be made to go, and it is difficult to disguise. 
But at the other end of the scale the “ quiet driving” figure 
can be deceptive. In The Autocar Road Tests the minimum 
m.p.g. is checked by driving cars quietly in relation to their 
type. A high-performance car is, therefore, cruised at an 
effortless 45-50 m.p.h., wide throttle openings being avoided. 
lo drive such a car for at least 100 miles at about 30 m.p.h. 
would be completely unnatural, and an economy figure 
obtained in this way would be misleading. But a manufac- 
turer may use this technique, and a study of the specification 
may prompt reasonable doubts of the accura¢y of a claim in 
relation to everyday motoring. 

How can a visitor to the hurly burly of the Show sort out 
all the claims given to him by sales staffs? Quite simply, 
either by first examining the potential favourite or by select-

assembly factory, I feel. A message reached me last 

weekend to the effect that if I drove over to Citroen’s, 
of Slough, on a Sunday morning, I could have a closer 
look at the new model, just arrived from France. So last 
Sunday there we were, the technical editor and I, alone, as 
it were, with the débutante. But, better still, we travelled 
in the new car and found it a very interesting experience 
indeed, for there is littke doubt that the performance (T 
use the word to cover all aspects from which the ordinary 
owner Views a car) is impressive. 

You can start, with the automatic clutch, in first or second 
gear, leisurely as a chauffeur or like a rally driver trying to 
beat the watch. Thereafter the changes up and down at 
the behest of the small lever can be left to the car com- 
pletely, agyery slight jerk being either accepted or eased 
out by judicious throttle control, exactly as can be done 
with the Daimler fluid flywheel transmission. Changing 
from top straight down to secand takes the lever right 
through third gear position, but it can be disregarded, mak- 
ing no difference to the change down. Gear engagement is 
sO positive that first was obtained for demonstration purposes 
at quite a fair speed, although the slight noise was a 
reminder that there is no synchromesh on first; in fact, one 
can cruelly engage reverse While still in forward motion. 

Braking via the plunger is strange, being so light, but 
there is “feel” there just the Same, and we stopped the car 
gently and violently in turn. The amount of “pedal” 
travel is very small, and becoming accustomed to the brak- 
ing is more a matter of becoming used to this very small 
amount of foot movement than to the degree of pressure 
needed. If all else fails, the pedal which duplicates the 
hand brake control (a knob in a slot which locks the braking 
on) can be used as an emergency brake. We applied it hard,

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ing one model out of the short list to use as a standard. 

He can make a list of the features that are considered 
important in order of priority. Perhaps speed comes before 
m.p.g., or price before quality. Then he can weigh up the 
selected car and assess what the m.p.g., cruising speed, and 
so on, are likely to be in normal road work, and how fast 
the car may be driven within its safe rev range over long 
periods. From this stage he can venture to the other stands. 
containing competitive cars in whatever class is under con- 
sideration. Having checked claims against specification, 
including engine characteristics and quality of construction, 
direct comparisons can be made with the first car. 

In this way a potential buyer can occupy time in an inter- 
esting way, knowing that he will benefit from his efforts 
There will be a very good chance that the car chosen will 
be the most suitable in the price range, and that it will be 
best suited to the buyer’s own requirements, although it 
is not possible to assess with accuracy the standard of road- 
holding. 

So many people visit Earls Court and, in the confusion 
of the throng, find that their tour of the sports car stands 
becomes no more than a glance at the host of models shown, 
and that departure from the Show is accompanied by the 
irksome feeling that all has been seen yet nothing has been 
properly examined. 

Frequently the visitor goes not with the intention of 
selecting a new car but because his interest in high-per- 
formance machinery is academic, and, therefore, he has no 
special reason to compare one model so very carefully with 
another. But it is demonstrably true that those who plan 
their visit get the most out of it. They realize that even the 
parade of sports cars cannot be examined in one visit, burt 
that as a result of planning they can see all the most interest- 
ing models, and find the answers to the most intriguing 
questions. R. M. C

with excellent retarding results. This emergency pedal is 
robust. 

Steering is 100 per cent power assisted, the pinion follow- 
ing the power operating cylinder along the rack, ready, as 
it were, to take over if there is any failure of the operating 
hydraulics. A small cam on the steering shaft gives a direc- 
tional bias straight ahead, replacing the customary castor 
action. With characteristic boldness, Citroen have decided 
that 100 per cent power assistance is all right once the public 
are used to it. I wonder. That curious steering wheel has 
a safety point. When the car is travelling in a straight line 
the single spoke is at about two o'clock and, in the event of a 
collision, the rim would collapse and the driver would be 
slid inwards by the spoke.

The turning circle, not a strong point on other Citroens, 
is much improved on the new model and we turned the 
car round and round several times on a satisfactorily small 
radius. Other aspects of performance were typical of the 
make; the new car could be hurtled round corners, braked 
violently, accelerated violently, with nothing untoward 
except, on this particular model, a slight tendency to judder 
in the front disc braking. The suspension. is superb, and 
there is that curious rise, after a load has been taken aboard, 
when the compensating mechanism does its stuff. The 
delayed reaction is particularly interesting after a crash stop 
has brought the nose of the car violently down. 

This is an exciting new machine, good looking in the flesh 
and absolutely crammed with ingenuities inspired by sound 
common sense. I am sure readers will appreciate my 
pleasure at being a sampler of this particular French 
vintage.

The roominess of this thrifty new

Escort and Squire 


NE of this year’s Motor Show 
surprises is announced today: the 
addition of the Escort and the 

Squire—two entirely new estate cars—to 
the Ford range. 

These two models are based on the 
Prefect and Anglia, and the policy of pro- 
ducing the same vehicle in standard and 
luxury versions is here continued; the 
normal model is the Escort, equivalent to 
the Anglia, while the Squire offers extra 
refinement on a par with the Prefect. The 
difference between the total prices of 
these two models, including purchase tax, 
is approximately £43. 

Basic appearance of these two estate 
cars is a blending combination of the for- 
ward part of the Anglia or Prefect with a 
metal shooting brake rear. This layout 
provides exceptional accommodation for 
four passengers and their luggage, or if 
required, the rear seat can be folded for- 
ward to provide additional carrying 
capacity. The arrangement of this is 
unusual in that the cushion of the rear 
seat is lifted forward, and the position 
which it vacates is taken by the squab, 
which folds downwards. In this way the 
underside of both squab and cushion 
form the floor and end of the luggage 
compartment. 

Rear door opening is arranged so that 
the back opens in two sections, upwards 
and downwards. The top part is held in 
place in the open position by stays, and 
the lower rests against rubber buffers, one 
on each section of the rear bumper. 

Mechanically the specification of the 
new estate cars and the corresponding 
saloon cars is similar, except that a 
different gear box is fitted, and the rear 
suspension is modified. The new gear 
box has the effect of lowering the overall 
ratios in the indirect gears on the estate 
cars, without affecting the top gear ratio, 
since the same back axle is fitted. The 
actual top gear engine speed per mile an 
hour is reduced on the shooting brakes 
by the fitting of larger 6-ply tyres, 5.60 » 
13in instead of the usual 5.20 = 13in 4-ply 
tyres with which the Anglia and Prefect 
are equipped. 

The rear suspension is modified by the 


fitting of lever type double-acting 
dampers instead of the telescopic dampers 
used on the saloon cars; stronger rear 
springs are also fitted to cope with the 
additional loads the 
designed to carry. 

Detail refinements distinguish the 
Squire from the Escort: the roof.is lined 
in washable plastic instead of napped 
cloth; the luggage compartment is pro- 
tected by grey linoleum with chromium 
rubbing strips instead of black rubber 
matting; and sliding side windows are 
fitted, with chromium surrounds in the 
Squire, whereas tne Escort’s side win- 
dows have rubber mouldings and do not 
open. 

Further differences are seen in the 
frontal appearance of the two estate cars 
The Escort model follows the lines of the 
standard Anglia, with re-designed 
bumper, and the Squire resembles the 
Prefect. Wooden style strips on the 
sides of the Squire body further dis

robbery of Peter to pay Paul is the 
toolkit, which now rarely comprises 
much more than an adjustable wrench, 
a smallish screwdriver with a wedge- 
shaped blade, perhaps a gauge for plug 
and contact points, a lightweight hand- 
pump and a spindly device for jacking 
the car. In some cases these tools are 
not even housed in a proper tool-roll. 

Most experienced motorists have a 
personal kit which they transfer from 
car to car, and which probably con- 
tains a few odds and ends in the way 
of spares to help them out of most 
minor breakdowns. One item, how- 
ever, never seems to figure in even this 
more comprehensive assortment—a 
withdrawing device for rear hubs. 
Many cars have their rear brake drums 
fixed to the hubs in such a way that 
it is necessary to remove the hub in 
order to reach the brake gear, and 
without a proper extractor it can be 
virtually impossible to do this without 
breaking or bending something. The 
average garage rarely has the necessary 
extractor; if the proper extractor is at 
hand, it has in all probability been 
damaged beyond repair—in an attempt 
to release a type of hub for which it 
was never designed. 


Unofficial 


SPEED limit prosecution in Fife- 

shire has shaken faith in the 
validity of such limits throughout the 
country. In this case, the Royal Scot- 
tish Automobile Club found that the 
restriction applied to a stretch of road 
through a village with only one lamp- 


post in its 240-yard length. As the 
village did not therefore come within 
the legal definition of a built-up area, 
special authority for a limit would be 
needed from the Minister of Transport; 
this, apparently, had not been obtained, 
and the case was dropped. How many 
motorists in other parts of the country 
have been convicted for speeding in 
areas not legally subject to restriction, 
the R.S.A.C. asks? 

If too many curbs are put on the 
human being, he will tend to disregard 
them all; if restrictions are kept to a 
minimum which he feels to be sensible 
and fair, they will be obeyed. And 
that is the reason why speed limits 
should not be imposed indiscriminately 


Two-wheel Skid? 


UBLICATION of the Minister’s 

proposed new traffic sign regula- 
tions has called forth a comment from 
the Cyclists’ Touring Club. One of 
the Government provisions is for an 
increased width of the lines marking 
stop positions on the highway at 
“Halt” junctions and the club com- 
plains that steel plates on the “highway 
increase hazards to cyclists in wet 
weather, because tyres can slip on them, 
and the wider the line the greater the 
danger. Such markings compel the 
cyclist to concentrate too much on the 
surface beneath his cycle instead of the 
traffic around him. Is that why cyclists 
ride three abreast? 


The Car Age 


A I was looking at a picture of 
Milford Sound, New Zealand, in 
The Times a week or two back, the 
great importance of road-building in 
opening up distant territories struck 
me forcibly.. In this case, the road had 
given access to part of the beautiful 
west coast of New Zealand, hitherto 
reached only by a walkers’ track; it 
would bring more tourists (with their 
spending’ money) to the district and 
benefit the country. 

Sometimes one looks nostalgically at 
an unspoilt piece of land, wishing that 
it could never be opened up to the 
visitor. But this feeling is no good, 
for the world must advance, and if 
tourists bring prosperity fo a not 
otherwise fruitful district, then they are 
raising the standard of living for the 
inhabitants. All over the place pro- 
jects are being talked about, started, 
and finished: highways opening up the 
humid jungles of Guatemala; the pro- 
posed trans-Arabian Highway planned 
to straddle the arid deserts of the 
important oil continent of Arabia, from 
the Mediterranean Sea to the Persian 
Gulf; roads linking China with the 


hitherto mystically isolated Tibet. 
Thinking of these projects brings home 
to me the great power of the internal 
combustion engine in the modern 
world, a power which is not confined 
to the production of thermal energy by 
a jumping spark. 


Flat Floors 


HE flat floor, painted as so desir- 

able by the publicity boys, has 
never appealed to me all that much. 
Perhaps I sound too naive for words, 
but what particular virtue has such a 
floor? One no longer walks up the 
steps and paces. across an acre of space 
in order to take a seat in a car; the 
roofline sees to that. And if you are 
going to sit down first and draw the 
legs in after you then it does not much 
matter whether there are wells or not. 
As regards cleaning, the vacuum 
cleaner, now mostly used for car in- 
teriors, is not fussy about a few 
corners, and footwells have the great 
virtue of being useful places in which 
to stow things that normally roll 
around. 

As to centre of gravity, I like the 
evidence that footwells give to the effect 
that the centre is safely near the 
ground.

ROGRESS in the ejection of pilots 
; from their aircraft at around 
ground level, and their safe descent 
thereafter by parachute, prompts the 
thought that someone might have the 
bright idea of trying this on cars. 
so, we can expect some hectic corner- 
ing in airfield races. Already some 
drivers are not afraid of running out 
of road because there is so much road 
to run out of; if, in addition, they can 
rely on parachuting safely over the 
grandstand into the refreshment tent 
there may be some quite exciting spec- 
tacles. And if anyone is thinking in 
terms of escape from road crises, I 
would implore them not to forget to 
have a sunshine roof fitted, and to make 
sure that it is open.

Twin Rear Lights 


GOME doubt appears to exist concern- 
ing the date on which twin rear lights 
become compulsory; readers are reminded 
therefore that almost a year remains 
before the new regulations come into 
force on October 1, 1956. Requirements 
of the revised rear-lighting legislation were 
given in detail in The Autocar, Septem- 
ber 10, 1954. 


Vehicle Testing Begins 


LAST Wednesday the first government 
vehicle testing station went into 
operation at Hendon, following an opening 
by the Minister of Transport, Mr. John 
Boyd-Carpenter, on the previous. day. 
The Minister emphasized that the station, 
built at a cost of £12,000, was experimen- 
tal and it was hoped that the Government 
would soon learn what was the value of 
such testing, and find out the snags. He 
said that it was expected that data about 
the general condition of vehicles on the 
road would also be obtained, but admitted 
that few owners of badly maintained 
vehicles would attend the station. 

The likelihood, it would seem, is that 
the new station will have little effect on 
the condition of vehicles generally. Test- 
ing is free, and to encourage visits 
by owners of cars in not very good con- 
dition, the data sheet retained at the sta- 
tion will not even bear the car’s registra- 
tion number. The testing centre is near 
Hendon airfield, clearly sign-posted from 
A41 between Hendon and Mili Hill. 


Expert Appraisal 
N an eve-of-the-Motor-Show address, 
Dr. F. Llewellyn Smith, President of 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, said that car output had been 


running at peak levels, the value of 
exports had also been a record. This year 
well over half a million cars had been 
produced by the end of August, and, in 
the same period, of a total value of all 
exports from the motor industry of £250 
million, £84 million had been in 
respect of cars alone. Competition, par- 
ticularly in Western Europe, had been get- 
ting more intense, and not only were 
Western Germany, the United States and 
Italy expanding their export efforts but on 
a much smaller scale Czechoslovakia, 
Eastern Germany and even Russia and 
Poland were sending more cars to other 
countries. : 

On the question of price, which Dr. 
Llewellyn Smith said was paramount in 
export trade, the British manufacturers 
were pressing on with an extension pro- 
gramme both to increase output and re- 
duce prices. The fact that there had been 
a number of increases in prices at this 
year’s Show—though by no means a 
general price rise—was due to the cost 
of additional equipment and improved 
specifications in 1956 models, as well as to 


the ever-mounting .cost of production 
Unless there was increased output or a 
curb on the perpetual rise in labour and 
material costs, it might be difficult to 
maintain prices at their present level. 


Coach and Air Trips to Paris 


GrortT trips to France, in which the 
time spent abroad does not warrant 
the cost of taking a car across the Channel, 
are often difficult to negotiate efficiently 
and economically. An attractive way of 
solving the problem is to use the newly 
— Coach-Air service operated by 

yways, Ltd. Travel from London to 
Paris, involving two sections of the journey 
by luxury coach, and a flight from Lympne 
to Beauvais, costs £8 15s (return fare). 
This total fare is cheaper than by any 
other means of transport from London to 
Paris. Total time for the journey is 6 
hours 50 minutes each way. The out- 
ward daily winter service leaves Victoria 
at 8.45 a.m. 


Three Million Cars 


IGURES released by the Ministry of 
Transport for the month of May, 
indicating the number of cars for which 
current licences are held, show that our 
car population is now well in excess of 
three millions. Except for the winter 
months, when a slight reduction occurs, 
the quarterly figures show a rapid in- 
crease, emphasizing the need for urgent 
road construction to keep pace with it. 
The number of licensed cars on the roads 
every three months of last year and this 
year was as follows:

February cea 2,627,000 
May ; 2,934,000 
August 3,064,000 
November 3,059,000 


1955: 

February 2,956,000 
May 3,309,000 
Over corresponding periods the in- 
crease is greater than before, but even 
if the present speed of car production 
remains unchanged, the four million 

mark will be exceeded next year. 
The total of all vehicles on the roads 
in May this year was almost six millions. 


Squire and Escort 


T# two new Ford estate cars—Squire 
and Escort—were launched by Sir 
Patrick Hennesy, Ford’s chairman, at a 
party at the company’s Regent Street, 
London, showrooms last Tuesday evening 
Based respectively on the Prefect and 
Anglia, these new models are described 
on page 579. 

J. M. A. Smith, assistant managing 
director, announced some interesting pro- 
duction figures for his company. In the 
first seven months of this year, compared 
with the same period in 1954, the total 
number of vehicles produced by the 
British industry as a whole had increased 
by 18.9 per cent; the Ford company’s 
increase in production had been 26 per 
cent, he said.

Girling Disc Brakes 


EVELOPMENT work on the disc 

brake continues apace and a stage 
has now been reached when it is 
ready to go into production for private 
cars. An important change in design on 
the latest Girling example is the use of 
single, prem gy mi pads in place of 
those of circular form previously em- 
ployed. This ensures that the braking 
effort is distributed uniformly across the 
working face of the disc, thus avoiding 
concave wear of the braking path. 
Furthermore, the increased volume of 
friction material results in a longer life 
between replacements. 

The pads are bonded to steel plates and 
the piston of a hydraulic cylinder situated 
behind each plate clamps the pads against 
the disc, the hydraulic cylinders on oppo- 
site sides of the disc being coupled by a 
bridge pipe. 

The caliper in which the friction pads 
and their actuating cylinders are mounted 
has a large opening at its outer surface 
which allows wear of the friction pads to 
be checked at a glance. Furthermore, the 
pads when worn can be removed by with- 
drawing their retainers without disturbing 
the caliper or its hydraulic connections. 

The rear brakes are similar to the front 
but incorporate additional pads actuated 
mechanically from the handbrake lever

Lockheed Disc Brake 


ATEST version of the Lockheed Disc 
Brake retains the same principle of 
operation whereby the disc is clamped 
between two segment-shaped friction 
pads, one being fixed to the caliper body 
while the other is moved towards the 
disc by the action of a hydraulic piston 
within the caliper. The caliper can 
swing on a pivot to equalize the loads 
exerted by the pads. An automatic ad- 
juster situated inside the operating piston 
ensures a constant clearance. 
The handbrake acting on the rear disc 
is an entirely separate caliper unit which 
is mechanically operated.

steel plate carries the thrust springs and 
bears against the pressure plate to trans- 
mit ‘the thrust load. Clutch release is 
carried out by three forged-steel levers 
mounted on needle rollers at their ful- 
crums and attached by forked eye bolts to 
the cover. Struts are interposed between 
these levers and brackets fixed to the 
pressed-steel plate. 

Furthermore, the fulcrums are attached 
to the cover by three steel strips forming 
a triangle. This has the effect of tying 
them together, thereby relieving the cover 
of the centrifugal loads imposed by the 
release levers.

From the foregoing, it will be seen that 
the pressure plate is relieved of all centri- 
fugal loads other than the bursting loads 
imposed by the rotation of the plate itself.

The two-plate versions of these clutches 
have the pressure plate carried by straps 
from a die-cast aluminium carrier which 
is sandwiched between the cover and the 
engine flywheel.

Australian Service 


Experiences in 33 Years’ Motoring As a motorist who has 
just returned to England after 33 years in Australia, I deplore 
the bad taste exhibited by Philip Parker (August 20) in his 
criticism of English garages. Surely this Australian visitor knows 
how his own countrymen rant and rave if a “ Pommie” has the 
audacity to criticize Australia and its ways. Why, then, should 
he imagine that it is any more acceptable for an Amssic to come 
to Britain and endeavour to remake this country?

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His criticism is in bad enough taste, even if he had his facts 
right—but he appears to be so anxious to reform the benighted 
Englishman that he has not even troubled to get his “facts” in 
their true perspective 

I have held a driving licence in Australia for 33 years, and in 
all States. I have not once had my tyres pumped up for me— 
nor even tyre pressures checked—by a garage or service station. 
The best I ever had in that respect was to be directed to 
the free air pump (and it is not always “free” air—many garages 
supply this service gratis only if you have purchased petrol or oil 
—otherwise a charge of fourpence a tyre 1s levied). 

When purchasing petrol I have never had a voluntary offer to 
clean the windscreen, check the oil or radiator or clean t 
windows. Furthermore, I would take strong exception to any 
unskilled attendant who attempted to interfere with my vehicle 
in this way except at my specific request. Also, when oil is 
put into my engine I like to make certain that the breather cap 
is firmly in place afterwards—I have lost several breather caps 
by not checking and, on one occasion, almost lost a car by fire 
when a badly replaced cap fell on the wiring and caused a short. 

I agree with Mr. Parker in his desire for computing pumps 
—but su this is the pigeon of the oil companies and not of 
the garage In Australia very few pumps are owned by 
individuals—they are installed and maintained by the various 
petrol wholesalers, and woe betide the garage proprietor if he 
gets his pumps mixed! 

Petrol at 2s 6d a gallon sounds lovely—Mr. Parker does not 
say whether the 2s 6d he mentions is 2s 6d Australian or 2s 6d 
Sterling—but the fact still remains that if the last petrol he 
bought cost him 2s 6d Aust. then it is a long time since he 
bought any in Australia. Petrol was 2s 10d a gallon (Aust.) at 
the depot (and correspondingly dearer inland) in 1939 and has 
never been below that price since. It was 3s 6d in Sydney when 
I left in July—80 octane was 3s 10d. Even if he means that 
the price was the equivalent of 2s 6d Sterling (3s 14d Aust.) he is 
still at least five years out of date—and was getting only 62 
octane “ pool” spirit for his money. 

The criticism he levels at English garages is most unfair and 
must lead those who do not know Australia into an entirely false 
appreciation of motoring conditions there. I give one or two 
examples of my own recent experiences with a “ vintage’ 

1935/6) supercharged Graham Straight Eight; the figures quoted 
being Australian (less 20 per cent to convert to Sterling). Wind- 
screen sun vizor quoted at £17 17s—I made my own from sheet 
aluminium for £1 15s; clutch thrust bearing cost £3 18s, cost 
of installation (labour only) £48; corroded head, cost of welding, 
machining and testing £14, cost of removal and refitting, £32; 
new timing chain cost £4 17s, cost of fitting and retiming engine 
(labour only), £52 

Labour charges in Australian garages are a minimum of £1 
per hour—more usually £1 5s.

Decarbonize or Not ? 


Efficiency against Economics. In connection with my letter 
on the above subject, which you were good enough to publish 
on September 9, and Michael Brown’s comments on it, I 
regret. to find that I appear to have credited Mr. Brown with 
finer feelings for things mechanical than he in fact possesses. 
I was arguing co the point of view of efficiency, while Mr. 
Brown is obviously talking from the viewpoint of economics, 
the two in, this particular context being almost diametrically 
epposed. 

I will concede Mr. Brown’s claims on an economic basis, but 
I will not accept the statement in his original article that the 
Riley showed no noticeable falling off in performance until 
the valve burning had reached the stage where compression had 
entirely disappeared on one cylinder and was very doubtful on 
a second. 

The deterioration in performance was there long before this 
stage, particularly in acceleration and pulling power, but, being 
a very gradual process, would probably pass unnoticed by an 
insensitive driver. 

As Mr. Brown end I are arguing from completely different 
viewpoints it is quite obvious that agreement between us is 
unlikely. I still maintain, however, that the 1}-litre would have 
been a much nicer car to drive throughout its 80,000 miles if 
it had been subjected to my variety of maintenance. By the way, 
“ tinkering ” is not a crime to which I admit.

Brands Hatch last Sunday, Ivor 
Bueb (Cooper-Norton) became the 
first man in the history of the circuit to 
beat 60sec; nearest to achieving this dis- 
tinction had been motor cyclist John 
Surtees (Norton), who had iapped in 
60sec dead, and Jim Russell.

On the 
fourth lap he tried to get = at several 
points; at the end of the fifth he was in 
second place. Then it was Bueb’s turn 
to chase Wicken as round they went, right 
on the lap record. It was magnificent 
racing and the big crowds were on their 
toes. 

There was one tense moment when

lost no ground; next time they came by 
the starting area Bueb was a yard or two 
behind Wicken and, as they entered the 
Bottom Straight, he nipped past. On he 
went after Russell and the Formula 3 
Championship. It was in his efforts to 
catch up —_— the ensuing lap that he 
beat the 60sec lap; a lap later he was 
challenging Russell. 


It was the tense excitement that one 
feels must end by someone overdoing it, 
when the margin of safety has practically 
gone. On the last lap Bueb, within strik- 
ing distance of Russell, tried to pass him 
in the same place that he had passed 
Wicken. By a slight misjudgement he 
lost some ground and Wicken, ready for 
the opportunity to slip past, was close 
behind. Through he came, past Bueb 
into second place. There was not enough 
of the race left for Bueb to regain his 
position and they crossed the line—Rus- 
sell . . . Wicken . . . Bueb . and 

. Boshier-Jones. 

It was a fair distribution of the honours, 
for Russell had won the race and the 
Championship, and Bueb carried off the 
Sporting Record Trophy (ticing with 
Wicken) and the all-time lap record. For 
the fourth year in five, the Championship 
has been won by a car using a Lance- 
field-tuned engine. 


Crystal Palaces 


Though, in excitement, there was noth- 
ing to touch this race, the meeting was 
full of interest throughout the ten events. 
For the first time there was one for cars 
with coachwork of resin-bonded glass 
fibres, for the Fibreglass Trophy. The 
race was run on handicap, Wicken’s 
Cooper-Norton starting, on its own, from 
scratch; Leston, in the Peter Bell 14-litre 
Connaught, and the Arnott-Climax left 
the line ahead of Wicken. Limit men 
were Sir T. Beevor’s Elva, Staniforth’s 
Buckler, Evans’ Kinloch, Roberts’ Austin- 
Ford, Bush’s Ford and Pryce’s H.B.P. 

For nine of the ten laps Beevor’s Elva 
was in front; Leston, in the Connaught, 
and Wicken were carving their way up 
through the field, Leston ahead of Wic- 
ken, who was overhauling the Con- 
naught at the rate of 2sec each lap. By 
the sixth lap Leston had moved up into 
second place and, on the seventh, Wicken 
was on his heels. Two laps later Wicken 
overtook the Connaught—just—and Les- 
ton was determined to get back his 
second place in the lap that remained. 
As they went along the Bottom Straight, 
Leston tried to pass Wicken and was 
forced on to the grass, though without

mishap, and despite repeated efforts was 
unable to get by. 

During the final lap they both overtook 
Beevor’s Elva into first and second places, 
as did Berrow-Johnson’s Martin-Norton 
into third. It was considerable credit to 
the handicappers that the scratch cars 
should have taken the lead during the last 
lap, and it made an excellent race. 
Though Leston’s efforts to get past Wic- 
ken were magnificent, it,is in the nature 
of the circuit that Wicken’s Cooper 

should be quicker; Wicken’s fastest 
was in 60.8sec and Leston’s was in 63.2, 
despite the Connaught having the higher 
maximum speed. 

Colin Chapman led the 1,200 c.c. sports 
car event from start to finish. His victory 
did not go unchallenged, however, Ivor 
Bueb doing his best to make a race of it. 
Spurred on by Bueb’s challenge, Chap- 
man did a lap in 1.6sec (72.47 m.p.h.), 
thereby beating the 1,200, 1,500 and over 
1,900 c.c. sports car records—an all-time 
sports car record, regardless of class. 

Unfamiliarly driving L. Manduca’s C- 
type Jaguar, Archie Scott-Brown led 
throughout a slightly processional over 
1,900 c.c. sports car race. It is interest- 
ing that, despite the C-type’s high speed 

ae in Scott-Brown’s hands, its best 

was no better than 63.4sec (70.41 
aah’. In this race, M. Klein’s Austin- 
Healey hit one of the very solid “ butts ” 
strategically placed round the circuit to 
protect those whose job necessitates their 
being at danger points. The 2ft thick 
concrete was split and the Austin-Healey 
very, very bent. Klein was taken to 
hospital with severe head injuries from 
which he subsequently died.

hills make Derbyshire ideal for trials 

events, and the M.C.C., organizers 
cf last weekend’s Derbyshire Trial, had 
10 difficulty in finding ten hill climbs for 
observed sections, all within about ten 
miles of each other. Rain on the Friday 
and preceding days made some of these 
particularly treacherous, but fortunately 
the weather held fair for Saturday’s tests. 

Competitors were provided with com- 
prehensive route cards for the inter-sec- 
tion stages, and trial signs clearly indicated 
which way competitors had to go, so that 
navigators had litle map reading to do— 
their main duty was to bounce im the 
backs of their cars to assist wheel adhesion. 

Four starting-points were used: Pen- 
rith, Norwich, Alveston (Bristol) and 
London. Competitors set out at one- 
minute intervals, on Friday evening, and 
all converged next morning on Cromford 
(two miles south of Matlock) where a 
time check was situated. 

The night run was not difficult, and 
competitors were permitted to choose any 
route to Cromford, though their route 
cards indicated the most satisfactory way 
to go. There was considerable mist very 
early in the morning while it was still 
dark, but most drivers managed to reach 
the control on time. From there a 
short five-mile run took them to Clough 
Wood and the pre-breakfast observed 
section. Dawn was just breaking there 
as the screaming note of the first car 
mixed with the shouts of marshals among 
the trees. 

Clough was among the easier climbs, 
and encouraging for the less manageable 
saloon cars which were doomed to trouble 
later on. The “observed section ends” 
sign was mercifully placed just before the 
worst part, a steeply climbing sharp S 
bend, with “unguarded drop on left side 
nearing summit.” All the Dellows climbed 
without trouble here. S. S. Jaques’ Ford 
Zephyr, which had climbed steadily with 
madly spinning wheels, came to grief near 
the top, though safely past the end of the 
section. S. J. R. Pattinson’s M.G.-Ford 
arrived as the Zephyr reversed for a 
second try, and the delay quickly brought 
his radiator temperature up to boiling

tion; midges were the worst hazard. On, 
then, twenty miles to Buxton for the 
breakfast stop.

grumbled that nobody stood a chance 
against these cars, that G.P. racing had 
degenerated into a contest entirely dis- 
sociated from the performance of the 
pacemakers from Stuttgart out in front. 
That is just about how it was, but the 
intense effort behind the scenes is a 
lesson in efficiency, and the success of 
the German cars is not really sur- 
prising. The choice of correct gear 
ratios is one of the problems into 
which the Mercedes technicians put a 
great deal of study, and this indication 
of their procedure shows that to them 
racing has, in effect, become a problem 
in higher mathematics. 

The problem is to find, as accurately 
as possible, the speeds attainable on 
every part of the circuit, in order to 
select a ratio that will ensure that the 
engine is always working within its 
most efficient speed range—a calcula- 
tion that has as a basis the engine’s 
power curve, taken in conjunction with 
the laden weight of the car. Since the 
weight decreases as the fuel tank is 
emptied, an average value is taken; 
the driver’s weight is presupposed to 
be 80 kilos (194 lb). By means of wind 
tunnel tests the car’s air resistance 
figures are known, and the rolling 
resistance, depending on the weight 
and speed of the car and the type and 
pressures of the tyres used, is also 
taken into consideration. 

Another figure assessed is the in- 
crease in tyre diameter caused by 
centrifugal force, and the coefficient 
of friction between the tyres and the 
various types of surface found round 
the circuit is considered. From this 
the maximum speeds possible on the 
various corners and curves are calcu- 
lated. By means of these figures, too, 
the braking points can be found; all 
figures are calculated for both wet and 
dry conditions.

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Finally, the technicians have at their 
disposal exact drawings of the circuit 
with radii at the bends, surface 
characteristics, widths, variations in 
altitude, cambers on corners and so on. 

The next step is to draw up a chart 
showing the tractive effort and, dis- 
counting mechanical losses, the 
acceleration available in each of the 
five speeds. Tractive effort, higher in 
the intermediate gears, ranges between 
some 1,320 lb in second—the lowest 
gear normally used—and 440 lb in 
fifth; the effort available in each gear 
varies, of course, according to the final 
ratio used. At Monte Carlo, for 
example, some 1,100 Ib were available 
in third, while at Spa only 660 lb were 
available in the same gear. In 
establishing the acceleration available 
several factors are taken into account. 
When climbing hills, part of the avail- 
able power is taken up in overcoming 
gravity and acceleration is reduced; 
furthermore, even the time spent in 
gear changing is not overlooked and 
has been estimated at 0.3sec for each 
change. Then there are frequently 
special problems, such as when a ratio 
adapts itself very well for a circuit 
except for; say, one short straight 
where the alternatives are to over-rev 
or to change gear and lose a certain 
amount of time. In these cases drivers 
are usually advised to stay in the lower 
gear, as there is always a safety margin; 
otherwise a higher ratio is fitted. 

A case in point is the tunnel at 
Monte Carlo where it was calculated 
that the cars would be travelling at 90 
to 100 m.p.h. as they left the tunnel. 
But as the exit of the tunnel is not 
visible from the entrance, it was pre- 
sumed that drivers would slow slightly 
which would have made advisable a 
change in second, third and fourth 
ratios. (As it turned out, Fangio, in 
fact, did not slow.) Eventually, times 
were taken and it was found that the 
cars were emerging at 96 m.p.h. which 
is a very fair correlation of theory and 
practice. At Monza the curves should

have been taken at some 155 m.p.h. but 
the rough surface cut down the speed 
and reduced acceleration out of the 
curves, as drivers had not changed gear 
at the right speeds. 

One example of the result of these 
calculations is the diagram repro- 
duced on this page, which gives the 
drivers the exact points at which to 
brake, change gear and accelerate, tn 
accordance with the car’s optimum 
performance; it is interesting to note 
that the calculated lap times vary only 
in fractions of a second from those set 
up by drivers in following the charts. 
Thus are motor races won. 


SINCE THE RESULTS of the Avus 
race (September 25) were published in 
last week’s issue amendments have been 
made. Ludwig Blendl, winner of the 
1,300 c.c. class for Gran Turismo cars, 
in a Porsche, has been disqualified as 
a check after the race revealed a higher 
than standard compression ratio. The 
same fate also befell Count von Trips’ 
Porsche, which had finished third. 
Thus von Hanstein (also Porsche), 
who had finished second, becomes the 
winner. 


THE IDEA of holding a concours 
@élégance for cars with glass-fibre 
coachwork, and a race for such cars, at 
Brands Hatch last Sunday was a good 
one. It brought to the notice of the 
motoring public (and a very large 
public, too) the potentialities of this 
material, and the display of cars in the 
judging enclosure was very impressive. 
The standard of finish, interior trim 
and so on of the purely competition 
cars was, naturally, somewhat lacking- 
the performance aspect being of more 
concern to their owners—but on the 
everyday road cars it was excellent; it 
was very difficult indeed for the judges 
to allocate the generous prizes pre- 
sented by the Fibreglass Company.

| glistening in the sun and showing no 


signs of the ripples sometimes seen in 
this material. An unusual treatment 
for the front wings was used and might 
be an inspiration to other builders. 
F. de Havilland’s cream-coloured 
coachwork on a 12 hp. S.S. Jaguar 
chassis looked as though it had come 
out of the workshops of one of the 
specialist coachbuilders, so well was it 
finished and upholstered. In the same 
class, M. Cibie’s little D.B. coupé, an 
entry from France, had a pleasing silver 
body, the rear end of which looked as 
though its mother had been frightened 
by a Gran Turismo Lancia Aurelia. 
The head lamps were hidden behind 
panels in the front wings which opened 
like eyelids, electrically; the whole car 
bristled with such ingenious devices. 

Perhaps some of the many people 
who inspected the cars will be inspired 
to produce their own coachwork for 
next year’s concours. They might feel 
even more inspired when they realize 
that the two class winners—Daphne 
Arnott and F. de Havilland—carried off 
prizes of £200 and £100, and the cars 
placed in the classes were proportion- 
ately well rewarded. 


DRIVING a Cooper-Bristol, Jack 
Brabham won last Monday’s Australian 
Grand Prix at a speed of 72.5 m.p.h.; 
his time for the race was 1 hour 26 min 
44.43 sec. Only 3.11 sec behind him 
came R. Hunt in a Maserati, and D. 
Whiteford (Lago-Talbot) was third. It 
appears that Hunt chased Brabham for 
the entire race, the Ix-t 40 miles being 
immensely exciting as the two cars were 
separated by only a few yards. 


AMONG suggestions under discussion 
at the C.S.I. meeting which finishes 
today is one put up by Enzo Ferrari 
through the C.S.A.I. He suggests thaf 
in future a condition of entry for sports

cars must be~obtainable after the race, 
by bona fide drivers, at a price which 
is not more than four times that of 
quantity-produced ‘sports cars of the 
same engine size.
